Suggestions re Winter Rye 


The Noble farms ot Nobletord, 
Alberta, offer the following 
suggestions on the growing of 
winter rye:— 

“When atall possible, prepare 
seed-bed as fox 
spring wheat. From August 
5th to 30th 18 thought to be the 
best time to seed, 

“Harlier seeding may be done 
to better safeguard against soil 
drifting. Depth to {seed must 
depend on condition of soil and 
moisture, but at least two and 
a-half or three inches, and al- 
ways deposit the seed in good, 
tirm soil, 

“Be prepared to poison grass- 
hoppers around ‘the edye ot the 
field as svon as the rye eomes 
up, which is often within two 
days. There is little danger of 
ot damage to any rye crop ex- 
cept in the fall, while tender. 
Should there be good ruins in 
August or even September, a 


a good, firm 


start in rye can be made on 
land that has failed a crop of 
wheat, whether the wheat had 
been spring plowing or 
summertallow, but this should 
not be a common practice. 

“If your neighbor's land is in- 
clined to drift on to yours, urge 
him tosow rye, eyen though his 
drifting soil will not likely dam- 
age a goud stand to any extent. 

‘*W here soil isso badly drifted 
that ryeis being used to reclaim 
the land, plow a deep furrow 
every one to three widths of the 
drill. 
“Some distriets will find it 
more protitable to grow rye 
exclusively. This will allow 


disking aud plowing for sum- 
merfallow to begin as soon as 


the frost is out, and if thisearly 
plowing is summer-tilled and 
early seeded with a smallam- 
ount of seed per acre, a gain of

For Potato Crop 


Will Be Established For 
Grading and Shipping. 

A co-operative marketing scheme 
for the disposal of this year’s potato 
crop along a system in use by Michi- 
gan and Minnesota growers willlikely

| New Plant to be Erected at Dingman 


To Absorb 
Gasoline From Gas 


Well Near Okotoks. 


What is claimed to be the first ab- 
sorbtion plant ever installed in Can- 
ada is being erected on the Dingman 
No, 1 well near Okotoks, Alberta, for 
the purpose of absorbing gasoline 
from the wet gas which is blowing 
out of this well at the rate of between 
two and three million feet daily. The 
plan is said to be the latest thing of 
its kind and is being built under the 
supervision of Mr. Coultis, the chem- 
ist of the Royalite Oil Company, who 
have taken over the well. There is 
a large pool of residue nearby which 
will be used to absorb the gasoline 
from the gas. The residue will 
sprinkle into the gas and absorb the 
particles of gasoline therein, after 
which it will flow into a still and go 
through the refining process. So 
heavily is the gas at this well laden 
with oil that when the tap is taken off 
and the gas comes roaring out, the 
minute globules of oil form. a bluish 
gray column projecting several inches 
above the mouth of the opening.

Canada’s Fisheries 


Total Production For 1920 Valued at 
$49,321,217. 

The totaf value of the fisheries pro- 
duction of Canada in 1920 was $49,- 
321,217, according to a preliminary 
report prepared by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, This shows a 
decrease from the previous year of 
$7,187,262, which is, however, to be 
accounted for by the general decline 
in prices during this 
period In every catch there was an 
increase in quantity, 


experienced 


amounting to 
substantial proportions in cases, and 
the Dominion has reason. to be satis- 
fied with the record of the year as 
recording a steady and maintained de- 
velopment of her wonderful waters. 

Salmon continued to hold the pre- 
mier place among Canadian fish in 
point of value accounting for a sum 
of $15,595,970, or nearly one-third of 
the total value. Lobsters came next 
with $7,152,455; cod, $6,270,171; hali- 
but, $4,535,188; herring, $3,337,738; 
whitefish, $1,992,107; haddock, $1,552,- 
680; and mackerel, $1,126,703. Trout, 
sardines, and pil- 
chards came in the order named be- 
tween a million and a half million 
dollars in value. 

Her gigantic salmon catch keeps 
British Columbia to the fore among 
the provinces of Canada, and in 1920 
she continued in the supremacy with 
a fisheries’ value of $22,329,161. Nova 
Scotia, with her fertile sea fisheries 
assumes second place with $12,742,659 
Following in order are New Bruns- 
wick, $4,423,745; Ontario, $3,410,750; 
Quebec, $2,591,982; Prince Edward 
Island, $1,714,663; Manitoba, $1,249,- 
607; Alberta, $529,078; Saskatchewan, 
$296,472; and the Yukon, $33,100. 

The amount of capital represented 
in the vessels, boats, nets, traps, piers 
and wharves, etce., engaged in the 
primary operations of catching and 
landing the fish during the year 1920 
was $29,663,359. The number of em- 
ployees engaged in these operations 
was 57,660. In fish canning and cur- 
ing establishments there was a sum 
of $20,512,265 invested, and these 
plants gave employment to a total of 
18,499 work people.

Russian Predicts 
A World Triumvirate 


Germany, Russia and United States to 
Form It. 

The world triumvirate of the future 
has been pictured as Germany, Russia 
and the United States. Serge Makar- 
off, one of the leaders of the revolu- 
tion of 1906 and now an exile in Paris, 
made the prediction in an interview. 

“Tam anything but an admirer of 
German ideals,” Makaroff declared, 
“but I can see that the natural trend 
of events will bring Germany to the 
side of Russia and America as a com- 
mercial and military ally.” 

Makaroff’s theory is given wide 
credence in the Russian colony of 
100,000 here. 

Germany is Russia's natural ally 
on the west, Makaroff said, because 
of their mutual intcrests, Russia, he 
declared, is America’s ally in the east 
because she is thet only power that 
can co-operate with the United States 
in the Pacific without a clash of 
interests. 


Guarding Against 
X-Ray Dangers 


Dangers Can Be Avoided By the 
Adoption of Efficient Protection, 
The widespread alarm caused by re- 

cent accounts of the new and unsus- 

pected dangers of X-Rays will be 
mitigated by the report issued by the 

X-Ray and Radium Protection Com- 

mittee formed by doctors, and other 

men of science in Great . Britain. 

These dangers concerned the deep 

seated tissues of the body which were 

found to be affected by “hard” X-Rays 

—that is to say X-Rays with a strong 

power of penetration. The commit- 

tee finds that the dangers can be 
avoided by the adoption of efficient 
protection and suitable working con- 
ditions. Only those who are con- 
stantly exposed to the rays are in any 
danger and therefore patients who are 
undergoing treatment need not be 
alarmed, Very promising results 
have been obtained recently in a Lon- 
don hospital from the treatment of 
cancer by means of hard X-Rays. 

The problem is to select the degree 

of hardness which will kill the malig- 

nant growth without affecting healthy 
tissues. Although it cannot be said 
that a cure for cancer has been dis- 
covered, an important step towards it 
has certainly been taken, 

The Teaching of History. 

It is not only supremely important 
that the masses on whom Govern- 
ments in the last resort depend, should 
be educated, but also that they should 
be specially versed in the historical 
lessons of their own and other coun- 
tries, No other subject is more edu- 
cative; none is more necessary to the 
civic life of today—yet in most of the 
schools of England history is still 
abominably taught. It is really of in- 
calculable importance for the future 
of this country—The London Daily

Alberta Ships Horses For Motoring 


Trinidad Business Firm Ordered 
Them For Driving Purposes. 

A trial shipment of Alberta horses 
is now on the way to Trinidad, where 
they are being sent on an order from 
a business firm there which wants 
them for driving purposes, Twenty- 
three animals, of small build, standing 
from fourteen to fifteen hands in 
height and weighing from 700 to 1,000 
Ibs., bought in the vicinity of Calgary, 
are being shipped as a first consign- 
ment, and a second lot to make up a 
total of fifty will follow later. 

The shipment is in charge of J. D.

1920 Fur Catch 
Worth Two Millions 


Muskrat Pelts Account For Half of 
the Revenue. 

During the hunting season of 1920, 
furs valued at more than two million 
dollars were sold by Saskatchewan 
trappers, 

Muskrat pelts brought the heaviest 
revenue, Chief Game Guardian Fred 
Bradshaw states. Sale of these 
amounted to $1,009,476. They sold at 
$2 a pelt. Coyote skins were the next 
heaviest item on the sale list. More 
than 18,000 of these were sold, bring- 
ing a revenue of $294,176. x 

One. of the surprising features of 
the statement is that which deals 
with skunk pelts. It shows that 
9,974 of these were sold for $5 each, 
bringing returns to trappers amount- 
ing to $49,870. 

Other animals which produced good 


returns for hunters were: Minks, 
martins, beavers, black and _ silver 
foxes, weasles, ‘badgers and wol- 
verines, 

Mr. Bradshaw says: “The most 
noticeable spread is that of muskrats, 
there being 380,328 pelts less than 
were purchased the year before. 
Jeaver are down 500 skins, skunks 


show an increase of 4,000, and weasels 
display a remarkable increase of 
25,000. All varieties of foxes show a 
slight decrease, while the remaining 
kinds of fur bearers show only slight 
variations from the catch of 1919,”
